More than a million veter-
ans who hold GI life insur-
ance policies are using their
regular dividends to guard

The VA recently an-
nounced that more than
11 $240 million in dividends
would be pald during 1962
to over 4.7 million veterans
and servicemen who hold
participating GI insurance.
If they wish, GI policy-
holders may have these an-
nual dividends held—with
interest—by the agency as
a credit to meet monthly
|| premiums should the poli-
g | cyholders fail to pay them
{| before the end of the 31-
{|day grace period.

These dividends are sub-
Ject to withdrawal by the
policyholder on request,
Webster said.
